‘BA YI RADIO'RAPS PRC POR POLLOWING PRO-U.S. POLICY

[Text] Since the convocation of the third NPC session many deputies 
have raised the problem of Sino-U.S. relations and pointed out the harm 
caused by the pro-U.S. policy. Their views however have never been made 
public. This is wrong. 


If a policy is erroneous, it should be discussed and adjusted no matter 
who decided on it. Otherwise, how can we eliminate the evil consequence 
of practicing “rule by the voice of one single person" and implement the 
principle of "everyone is equal before the law and justice"? 


Recently we have theoretically put pressure on the United States and 
taken other measures to denounce U.S. presidential candidate Reagan's 
call for establishing official relations with Taiwan and criticize 

U.S. Senator Goldwater's assertions that "China needs the United States 
in the same way as the United States needs China," “the United States 
should not worry that carrying out the two-China policy will hurt its 
relations with China," “it is essential to understand China's [words 
indistinct] on this issue" and his other wildly arrogant remarks. 


Furthermore, during his visit to the United States Comrade Deng Xiaoping 
held secret talks with Carter, Brzezinski and other U.S. Government 
leaders. As the presidential candidate of the U.S. Democratic Party, 
Carter {words indistinct] worried about lowering Vice Chairman Deng's 
prestige and encouraged him to [words indistinct]. Such a way of think- 
ing and acting is very childish and also [words indistinct]. 


Today, many policies of the U.S. ruling as well as opposition parties 
and the call for establishing official relations with Taiwan are based 
on the so-called “Act on U.S.-Taiwan Relations." During his U.S. visit, 
Vice Chairman Deng reached an agreement with Carter on this act. The 
act clearly stipulates: "The United States reserves the right to con- 
tinue to intervene in issues on Taiwan." In other words, China must 
tolerate the existence of two Chinas and refrain from opposing the 














United States in continuing relations with Taiwan, It should be pointed 
out that in the past 31 years since ite founding the PRC has never com 
mitted such a diplomatic blunder, 


Both Reagan and Carter, the presidential candidates of the U.S. Republican 
and Democratic parties respectively, are loyal jackals of the U.S. 
monopoly capitalists and serve the U.S. imperialist policy of aggression. 
The strategies and tactics of “offensive atrategy,” “surprise attack" and 
“welzing the initiative by striking first’ mapped out by Carter after 
taking office are aimed at none other but the two socialist powers, 

China and the Soviet Union, 


According to a recent news report, President Carter's decree No 59 on 
the new nuclear strategy says: "Lf necessary, nuclear weapons will be 
used to destroy 100 targets in China, including army, naval and air 
force bases, big industrial centers, principal cities and scientific 
research centers." At the (?Zhengzhou) conference of the Science Com- 
mission there were persons who defended the U.S. policy, saying the 
so-called U.S. nuclear strike plan against China will be carried out 
only if China uses its forces to liberate Taiwan or in the peculiar 
case when the U.S. interest is seriously harmed. Such a remark is 
absurd, because 1) whether Taiwan will be liberated or not is China's 
domestic affair and has nothing to do with the United States; and 

2) internationally, China and the United States are big powers on an 
equal footing. How can the United States decide whether nuciear weapons 
should be used against China in accordance with ite judgment on China's 
utilization value and on the effect on U.S. interest?

AFGHAN FREEDOM FIGHTERS LAUNCH ATTACKS 
Rebels Infiltrate Talekan

[Text] Islamabad, October 9 (XINHUA)--Afghan freedom fighters infil- 
trated into Talekan, capital of Afghanistan's Takhar Province bordering 
the Soviet Union on the evening of October Jrd and laid mines on roads in 
the city, which destroyed 6 Russian tanks, 4 spokesman of Hezb-i-~Islami 
of Afghanistan disclosed in Peshawar this afternoon. 


Freedom-fighters also launched a surprise attack on the Russian forces 
stationed five kilometres away from the provincial capital on the same 
evening. The fighting lasted about one and a half hours. As a result, 
four Russian tanks were destroved and some enemies killed and wounded, 
the spokesman added. 


One day before, freedom-fighters exploded the natural gas pipeline in 
Bolykhomri District, Baghlan Province, north of Kabul, which leads to 
the Soviet Union, he said. 


Five important Babrak officials and one Russian officer were captured by 
freedom-fighters in Qoarabagh District, Kabul Province, a week ago and 
at the same time one Russian plane was downed in Charasiab District, 10 
kilometres south of Kabul, in the same province. 


According to the Islamic Alliance for Liberation of Afghanistan in 
Peshawar this afternoon, freedomfighters blasted Mazar-i-Sharif, 
capital of Balkxh Province bordering the Soviet Union. Upon learning of 
explosives being transported from the Soviet Union to the province, 
freedomfighters went to the place in disguise on one evening 20 days 
ago. Atter killing the guards they took some of the explosives away 
and exploded the rest. 


The same source said a fierce fighting between freedom-fighters and 
Russtans took place in Takhar Province on September 15 which lasted 15 
days. in this conflict 70 Russian troops were reportedly killed and a 














large quantity of arma and ammunition captured by freedom fighters, 
Freedom fighters also attacked the Russiana' military storage, killing 
{ts guards and burning the storage full of ammunition, It said freedom 
fighcers got full control of half of Talekan in Takhar Province for 

some time, 


Rusetan Convoys Attacked

[Text] Islamabad, October 12 (XINHUA)--Afghan freedom fighters attacked 
Russian convoys on the way to Jaghatu District in Ghazni Province south- 
west of Kabul on October 9, inflicting heavy casualties on the enemy, 
according to reports received here today. 


The Russtans poured in a Large number of troops and tanks to attack 
Jaghatu District in an attempt to reestablish a government control 
there, for the district was liberated last year by Afghan freedom 
fighters. 


The sub-governor, his brother and the commander appointed to run a 
government in Jaghatu were all killed. The rest of the Russian forces 
fled to Ghazni City from Jaghatu and thus the Babrak Karmel regime 
failed in establishing a government in the district. 


The same source said 25 Afghan Government troops carrying their weapons 
have recently joined freedom fighters in Nader Shah District in Paktia 
Province. They said they had planned two months before but they could 
not find the opportunity to flee from the garrison because they were 
under much look and control of Russians. They said that all Afghan 
soldiers were in favour of Musiim brothers. As soon as they found a 
chance they would flee and join the freedom fighters. 


Quoting Radio Kabul, APP said last night that Afghan youth evading con- 
scription into the army will be punished under a new law if they do not 
turn up by November 7. 


Thousands of Afghan youths have reportedly fled the country and thousands 
others have moved from Soviet-controlled cities to guerilla strongholds. 
Government soldiers have been raiding homes in Kabul and some other 
cities at night in search of young men to enlist in the army. 
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BANGLADESH, GUINEA URGE END TO IRAN-IRAQ CONFLICT

[Text] Dacca, October 14 (XINHUA)--Bangladesh and Guinea “expressed 
grave concern and anxiety over the deteriorating Iraq-lran relations 
and urged the two fraternal Islamic nations for an immediate cessation 
of hostilities and an amicable solution of their disputes." 


This is contained in a joint communique issued here this morning at the 
end of the visit to Bangladesh by Ahmed Sekou Toure, president of the 
Revolutionary People's Republic of Guinea. 


The communique said the two sides condemned "the Zionist aggression 
against the Arab people and its occupation of the Arab land." They 
reiterated their conviction that "a just and permanent solution of the 
Middle East problems can only be achieved on the basis of a complete 
withdrawal of the occupation forces from all the occupied Arab terri- 
tories and the return of the holy city of Jerusalem to its original 
status." 


The two countries also expressed their "grave concern over the present 
worsening situation in Afghanistan and emphasized the need for a com 
plete withdrawal of foreign troops from the soil of Afghanistan." 


They also stressed their common stand of supporting the people of vari- 
ous countries in their struggle igainst imperialism, colonialism, 
neo-colonialism, racial discrimination and apartheid. 


Sekou Toure and his party arrived here on October 12 and left here for 
Pakistan this morning.

GUINEA'S TOURF VISITS AFGHAN REFUGEE CAMPS

[Text] Islamabad, October 14 (XUNHUA)--President Ahmed Sekou Toure of 
Guinea said Loday the Afghan people are fighting for the just cause of 
their freedom and sovereignty and expressed confidence they would emerge 
triumphant in the struggle. 


He said those who trample the principles of justice and resort to 
oppression against others are indulging in satanic acts and have no 
right to speak of the principles of justice. 


The Guinean presid>nt visited Afghan refugee camps near Peshawar this 
morning after his arrival in Islamabad on a three-day state visit to 
Pakistan. He has already visited Korea and Bangladesh. 


Addressing the Afghan refugees he said all freedom-loving nations of the 
world and Muslim countries fully support their struggle for freedom. He 
declared, "As a member of the Islamic Conference Standing Committee on 
Afghanistan, my country will continue to strive for the restoration of 
their rights." The Guinean president also appreciated the humanitarian 
assistance being provided by Pakistan to Afghan refugees. 


President Ziaul Haq of Pakistan expressed grave concern over the Iran- 
Iraq conflict at a banquet in honour of the Guinean president this 
evening. He said he was in touch with the leaders of the two countries 
and hoped that a way out would be found to bring about peace between 
them. President Toure said Islamic nations should find a solution and 
bring about peace between the brotherly countries of Iran and Iraq.

[Text] Hong Kong, Oct 15 (AFP)--The ousted Khmer Rouge regime, buoyed 
by the United Nations decision to continue recognizing its delegation 
as Cambodia's legal representative, today called on the Vietnamese 
people to topple their leaders. 


The five-nation Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN) meanwhile 
hailed Monday's U.N. vote as a "victory" for its diplomacy and vindica- 
tion of its relentless condemnation of the Vietnamese occupation of 
Cambodia. 


Indonesia, Malaysia, the Philippines, Singapore and Thailand particularly 
welcomed the net gain of three votes--provided by Bahrain, Kuwait and 
Qatar (these three Gulf states had abstained last year)--in support of 
continued Khmer Rouge seating in the world body. 


The five ASEAN members had feared some erosion of support in the face 
of what they said was a campaign orchestrated by Hanoi and Moscow in 
favor of the Vietnamese-propped Phnom Penh regime. 


The Phnom Penh regime for its part issued a statement rejecting the U.N. 
vote as an “unjust and unreasonable decision." 


in Hanoi, the Vietnamese Communist Party organ also condemned the deci- 
sion and accused the United States and China of manipulating the United 
Nations. 


In its first reaction to the vote, the regime of former (Khmer Rouge) 
Premier Pol Pot said the decision was a “bitter defeat for the Viet- 
namese aggressors, their Soviet boss and their expansionist accomplices." 


The Khmer Rouge radio, broadcasting from southern China, said that once 
the ruling "clique" in Hanoi had been toppled, the Vietnamese and 
Cambodian people would be able to live peacefully “side by side." 











China, the main backer of the Mimer Rouge regime ousted by Vietnamese 
troopa in early 1979, said the U.N, vote wae “an act which has pro=- 
moted international justice," 


The Chinese Communist arty organ, the PEOPLE'S DAILY, aleo hailed the 
U.N, vote as "a move of major significance in asserting the role of the 
United Nations in upholding world peace,” 


in Bangkok, Thai Foreign Minister Marahal Sitthi Sawetsila said that in 
iis atand on Cambodia, hie government wanted above all to defend the 
“principle” that it te impossible to recognize a regime installed by 
foreign troops. 


‘We are not fighting for the Khmer Rouge leadership group,” he noted, 


In Kuala Lumpur, the Malayeian Foreign Ministry described the U.N. vote 
as "most gratifying” but expressed disappointment over Australia's 
decision to withdraw recognition of the Khmer Rouge regime, 


“Australia cannot prolong ite recognition of euch a Loathsome regime as 
that of Pol Pot," Australian Foreign Minister Andrew Peacock announced 
soon after the Australian U.N. delegation voted with ASEAN to keep 
Democratic Kampuchea in the Cambodian seat, 


indonesian Foreign Minister Mochtar Kusumaatmaja, speaking during a 
stopover in Singapore on his way back from the U.N. General Assembly 
in New York, said the assembly vote would strengthen the ASEAN stand 
in trying to find a settlement in Cambodta. 


"Vietnam holds the view that the problem is already over whereas the 
facts show that it ia not," he added. 


Tue Singaporean Government also welcomed the vote but deplored that 
hurma did not back the ASEAN stand at the U.N. as expected. 


Burma's delegate was listed as “absent” during the vote. “They (the 
Burmese) may have had their own reasons for not doing so," a Singaporean 
Foreign Ministry spokesman said. 


Commenting on Australia's decision to derecognize the Khmer Rouge 
government, the STRAIT TIMES of Singapore said it “only confirms ASEAN 
fears that the longer the world body drags its feet in finding a polit- 
ical solution to Kampuchea, the greater the obstacles that will be put 
in the way of peace in Southeast Asia.” 


In Manila, Philippines Foreign Minister [title as received] Jose Ingles 
aleo welcomed the U.N. vote as a success for ASEAN diplomacy. 








lle eaid the decision virtually assures approval of an ASEAN draft resolu- 
tion on Cambodia==due to be debated at the U.N, today--calling for the 
withdrawal of foreign troops, respect of the Cambodian people's right to 
self-determination and the holding of an international conference on the 
lasue next year, 


The U.N. vote was also seen in ASEAN capitals as a diplomatic setback

[Text] Beijing, October 12 (XINHUA)=-Kampuchean guerrillas continue 
their attacks on Vietnamese invaders in various parte of Kampuchea, 
Radio Democratic Kampuchea reported today. 


On October 1, the guerrillas, in coordination with the masses and puppet 
guards with national consciousness destroyed three sections of railway, 
west of Toteng Thngay station near Pursat City, cutting off the railway 
communications of the Vietnamese troops. On the following day, the 
guerrillas laid landmines and ambushed a Vietnamese company which was 
sent to rebuild the railway, forcing the enemy to retreat to their 
strongholds, leaving behind 19 killed or wounded. 


In the Preah Vihear Province, guerrillas attacked on the night of 
October 2 Vietnamese strongholds in Sralau Village of Sangkom Thmei 
District, killing 15 Vietnamese troops, destroying three military 
barracks and capturing a quantity of weapons and ammunition. 


in Kompong Som area, the guerrillas assaulted Vietnamese vessels and 
their strongholds on Thmei Island and other places on October | and 2, 
putting 83 enemy men out of action. 


In Battambang Province, the guerrillas attacked Vietnamese strongholds 
in Samlot, Pailin and Monkol Borei districts from October 1 to 6, 
annihilating 170 Vietnamese soldiers. From September 20 to 27, guer- 
rillas raided Vietnamese strongholds in Thmar Puok and Sisophon 
districts, wiping out a number of enemies. 


In Oddor Meanchey Province, 200 Vietnamese troops fell into guerrillas’ 
ambush on their way from Samrong to Khbal Sar Village on September 25.

economy. 


He said that labour productivity dropped by nine per cent last August 
as compared with the eame period of last year, and by six per cent last 
September. 


Under such unfavourable conditions, he pointed out, the national economi. 
plan for 1981 can only be on a low standard. The national income is 
expected to rise by merely 1 to 1.5 per cent. Investments in capital 
construction will be curtailed by 100,000 million zloties and effort 
will be made to cut down the foreign trade deficit by some 700 million 
U.S. dollars. 


The primary social target for the 1981 plan is to maintain the current 
living standarde, he stressed. 


Minister of Finance Marian Kraak said in his report to the meeting that 
this year's national income will be less than that of last vear while 
spendings are expected to exceed the plan by a big margin. He told the 
assembly that the budgetary deficit in 1981 is estimated to reach 
24,000 million zloties. 


Jozet Vinkowski, chairman of the Council of Ministers, spoke about the 
1961 national economic plan and budget. He said that in order to meet

the basic requirements of the society, relevant changes must be made 
either in the national economic structure or in the structure of produc- 
tion, Firet of all, the government will use money and production poten-

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XINHUA’ CITES NEW ZEALAND GENERAL ON SOVLET NAVAL BULLDUP

[Text] Wellington, October 13 (XINHUA)=-The “massive and threatening" 
naval build-up by the Soviet Union in the Pacific could be viewed only 
with grave concern, said a high-ranking jew Zealand officer, THE DOMINION 
reported here today. 


Speaking at a conference of the Navy League in Nelson on Saturday, the 
chief of New Zealand Naval Staff, Rear Admiral K. M. Saul, said that 
there was no doubt that the Soviet Union intended to use its navy forces 
to project Soviet power and influence throughout the world. There had 
been a “massive and threatening” naval build-up by the Russians in the 
Pacific. He added that the Soviet fleet in the Pacific contained more 
than 100 submarines, almost 80 major surface ships, many modern missile 
armed ships, amphibious warfare ships, 50 minesweepers and 45 coastal 
aweepers. in addition to the naval ships, Admiral Saul went on to say, 
there were more than 150 merchant ships and fishing boats in the region 
which could quickly be converted to a naval role. 


Admiral Saul saw the true intention of the Soviet Union in what a 
Russian military leader said about the role of ite navy. He noted that 
Soviet naval Commander-in-Chief Admiral Gorshkov had said, "Naval forces 
can be used in peacetime to put pressure on our enemies...the flag of 
the Soviet Navy now flies over the oceans of the world.” 


"Recause this gravely concerns New Zealand, a remote trading nation, we 


mast play our part in maintaining a balance of power by supporting our 
Western allies,” the New Zealand chief of naval ataff stressed.

Any social trend of thought of political tendency has its origin, Tt is 
man's social being that determines his thinking, Thie is a basic principle 
of Marxtam with which we are tamiliar, We must first analyze the rut 

cause of the "lett" deviationiat trend of thought in the light of the 
social conditions, in hia work “"'Lett-Wing' Communiam, an Infantile Dis- 
order,” Lenin discussed the problem of the “left” deviation and said: The 
Marxist theory holds, and Europe's experience in revolution and revolut tonary 
movements confirma, that when they are on the verge of bankruptcy, the emal! 
proprietors are apt to shift their economie position to the extreme form of 
revolution, This analysis aleo fits well the current reality tn ous 
country, After analyring the three mistakes committed by the "leftiste’ 
within the party during the period between the failure of the Firat Creat 
Revolution and the cunyi meeting and their damage to the party, the 
"Revolution Concerning Several Historica! Problema" adopted by the Seventh 
Plenary Session of the Sixth Party Central Committee pointed out: These 
mistakes committed bv the "leftiste” originated from our society, The fact 
showed that China was a country dominated by the petty bourgeoiste. Under 
cich elreumetances, our party could not avoid being surrounded by petty- 
bourgeois elements who accounted for a large percentage of ite membere. 
Furthermore, under China's economic conditions, even party members who were 
workers were also more or less influenced by the bourgeois ideologies, This 
was why the bourgeois ideologies could make themselves felt within the party 
trequently. The petty-bourgeois way of thinking was a subjective, unilateral, 
unrealintic, speculative and reckless way of thinking in observing problems, 
Politically, petty=bourgeois elements who had joined the party always hoped 
that the revolution could succeed immediately. later, they lost patience 
when the revolution did not turn out in a way they had expected, Obsessed 
with the "left" leaning revolutionary terms and slogans, they often acted 
recklessly or took a closed-door attitude toward everything.

the struggle againet the rightists, the Great Leap Forward, and the campaign 
against the right deviationist tendeney that took place in 1957, 1958, and 
1959 respectively, and when the "left" deviationtst trend of thought surged 
ahead on the cultural, educational, press and publication fronts during the 
Great Cultural Revolution, When the erroneous “left" leaning trend pre- 
valled over the party during the Great Cultural Revolution, Lin biae and 
the “gang of four" immediately jumped at the opportunity to concoct a 
ounterrevolutionary ultealeft line to serve their counterrevolutionary 
purpose and policy, which subsequently disrupted the life of the party and 
country for 10 yeare, The pernicious influence of that counterrevolut tionary 
"left" line remains deep in some people's hearts even to date, A con- 
siderable number of comrades within our party who have exposed themselver 
to the “lett” deviationiat trend of thought for over 10 years now have lost 
their ability to objectively analyze and resist that ultraleft line, or to 
distinguiah teuth from fallaey. The influence of the "left" deviat ionint 
trend of thought left over from histery and from the Great Cultural Revo- 
lution remains so far-reaching that many comrades still dare not break the 
shackles of that ultraleft line for fear of hitting a mine, At this great 
moment of eliminating chace and restoring order, they have shown no deter- 
mination to break with that ultraleft line, In other words, they are still 
committed to uphold that ultraleft Line concocted by Lin Biao and the "yang 
of four" as an “orthodox” revolutionary legacy. 


The fact that the "left" deviationist trend of thought remains deep-rooted 
in our society reminds us that the influence of the force of small-scale 
producers and the petty=-bourgeoisa ideology over our society should not be 
underestimated, Lessons drawn from the previous political movements, 
cepecially the Great Cultural Revolution, teach the communists that they 
should still seriously consider it necessary to conetantly remold their 
world outlook. 


The root of the “left” deviation as a chronic disease in real life can be 
traced far back in history. 


When such political movements as the struggle against the rightists, the 
Great Leap forvard, and the campaign against the right deviation were 
launched in the 1950's, many people often feared being regarded as right iste 
on the assumption that being on the right ie a matter of one's political 
stand while being on the "left" is only a question of method. They also 
saw some party membere or cadres receive protection when they commit ted 
serious “left” deviationist mistakes and others punished when they profesned 
to be on the “right.” Consequently, the idea that the “left” ie better than 
the “right,” and being on the “left” is preferable to being on the right 
suddenly became very popular with a considerable number of comrades inside 
and outside the party and was even praised as “revolutionary philosophy." 

















Although we suffered setbacks fn these movements, we still tailed to draw 
lessons from them and failed to correct these mistakes immediately, On the 
contrary, we convinced the people that revisioniam had become rampant every- 
where, capitaliam wae about to be restored, and the entire party and state 
were in danger of changing color if the influence of the right trend of 
thought were allowed to go unchecked on the ideological and all other fronts, 
This assesement of the situation from the "left" angle directly resulted 

in a decision to launeh the Great Cultural Revolution, whieh brought an 
unprecedented disaster an’ caused unprecedented damage to the party and 
country, Demagogic speakere were praised as the most revolutionary and 
firmest “leftiete,” while a large number of old party members and old 

cadren who persisted in seeking truth from facts and in upholding the truth 
were falsely accused of being “old rightiste” and “revisioniate” and were 
later thrown out of their office, As a result, the then prevalent idea that 
"being on the ‘left’ ia better than being on the right" and “being on the 
‘lett’ is preferable to being on the right" gained further strength and was 
subsequently transformed into a “Left” deviationist trend of thought 
"drowning" out all other voices of the party and society, 





This fact shows that the erroneous “left" deviationiet trend of thought did 
not begin with the Great Cultural Revolution but was a factor that led to 
the launching of thie revolution, Actually, this trend of thought origi- 
nated from history with ite tormation dating back to the late 1950's, It 
flourished and reached the peak of ite influence during the Great Cultural 
Revolution, 


During the past 20 years, the erroneous "left" deviationist trend of thought 
has led the people to treat the right deviation ae something extremely 
dreadful, In the final analyeis, the so-called “being on the right" means 
sceking truth from facts and daring to tell the truth, Although theoretically 
no one can deny that both ‘Leftiste” and rightiste are equally inimical to 
the revolution, the idea that “‘left' is better than right” ia wrong. 
Ixperience tells people that being on the "left" is a way to protect onesell, 
and being on the right is bound to court self-destruction. In other words, 
being on the “left” eiwe t he poople a sense of security and being on the 
“right” a senee of tragedy. At that time, many people who were on the “lett” 
honefited greatly from that political stand while othere who were on the 
right suffered sieerably. Furthermore, persons who were neutral aloo watched 
the “lefttiate” prosper and the "rightists” go down to defeat. This fact 
prompted the penoral public to acclaim the idea which considers being on the 
"left" better than being on the right as “objective truth.” Today, this 
extremely abnormal mentality remains far from being eliminated. Why are a 
considerable number of comrades today etill fearful and apprehensive being 
regarded as rightists. Why do those well-educated comrades still stubbornly 
cling to the “two whatever” doctrine, knowingly disregarding the central 
authorities’ Marxiam-oriented policy to eliminate chaos and restore order”? 
These two questions can be anewered by a etudy of the aforementioned abnormal 
montulitty, 











lhe histery of the growth ef the “lett” deviationiat trend of thought 

reminds us of how important and how valuable are the communtiata! reyolut bomary 
litttienn afd Maradat principles! Tf we canmet atick te this polnt, we are 

apt to alide dewn the goad toward the ultraleft side, The historical tacts 
have repeatedly taught us that without firmly upholding the Marxist prin- 
ciples, few can resist the temptation to beeome “lettiate” of syeophants whe 
ean benefit greatly trom following the wind, swieming with the tide and 
echoing the voices Of their masters,

the "lett" deviationiet trend of thought stems from a specific theory, With- 
cut realizing this, no one can explain why the "left" deviationist mistakes 
were repeatedly committed over the past 20 years, why even today it etill 

can frequently aseert iteelf, and why we etill find it difficult to win the 
attuggle against it, For a long time, a theory of classe struggle has been 
developing in our country, This theory heldse that the secialist soctety is 
an independent form of society in which antagonistic classes exist; throughout 
the historical period of socialism, there are always clase struggle and the 
danger of capitalist restoration; with the socialist cause developing in 
depth, we will face increasing opposition {rom various antagonistic forces, 
and the clase struggle will become sharper with each passing day; tor thie 
reason, we must alwaye persist in taking clase struggle as the key Link in 
all fields of work, 


lnder the guidance of the aforementioned theory of clase struggle, the people 
hecame 80 overly cautious that they always feared being accused of violat inp 
the theory of the dying out of class struggle. Consequently, they were too 
preoccupied with criticieam and struggle to be able to realistically assess 
the class situation and class struggle. Thie being the case, a so-called 
“theory” of struggle against right deviation came into being: "During the 
socialiet pertod, the principal danger comes mainly from the right direction 
or originates from the right opportuntiem which denies the existence of 

clase struggle. For this reason, our task is to combat only right rather 
than “left” deviations, Only proponents of the theory of the dying out of 
class struggle and revisionism, and opponents of Mao Zedong Thought wil! 
consider it necessary to carry out the two-line struggle--struggle against 
both rightists and ‘leftists.’" 


(he preposterous nature of thie “theory” is clear to all. Comrade Mao 

Zedong once said; “In combating the ‘left’ and right deviations within the 
party, we must decide on our policy according to specific circumstances,” 
("Selected Works of Mao Zedong” vol 4, p 1163) How can anyone be so sure that 
during the socialist period there is no “left” but right deviation and there 
is no need to combat “left" but right deviation? This subjective, arbitrary 
and metaphysical “theory” has proven untenable through practice. Neverthe- 
less, it is unfortunate to note that it is this theory that has hamstrung 
our party's actions and policies for eo many years; during the struggle 
against rightists, we have never dared to utter a single word about it 














although it led ue to commit so many “left” deviationiat mistakes over the 
past /0 yeare and although we were well aware of the damage it did to our 
country, An anetent proverb says: sa there anyone in the world who el imbn 
4 tree to augle for fish? In the past, we repeatedly mistook the "leit" 
idean for fight ones, and then subjected them to eritictam on the yround 
that they remained far from being en the "left." The result wae the emer- 
gence of an ullralett trend of thought. This occurred not only during the 
utruggle against the rightiate and the Great Cultural Revolution but alee 
when the essence of the Line of Lin Biae and the “gang of four" was being 
evaluated and criticived, for example, tor a certain period, some comrade: 
atill considered Lin Biao and the “gang of four" ultraleftiate although 

they were actually ultraleftiatse in every sense, Their true nature as 
ultvaleftiate wae revealed only after the nationwide discussion on the 
criterion of truth was conducted in the wake of the Third Plenary Session 

of the Lith Party Central Committee, Our inability to recognize the nature 
of the ultraleft line atems from our fear of being regarded as rightists and 
from our promotion of the non-Marxiet theory of class struggle and the theory 
of struggle against right deviation, 





rhe tact that the “Lett" deviationist trend of thought has ite theoretical 
basis tells us that we must attach great importance to education in Marxist 
theory and make great efforts to improve our knowledge of Marxist theory. 
imly in thie way can we distinguish genuine from sham Marxism, It is also 
absolutely necessary to educate all party cadres and non-party cadres in 
the basic theortes of Marxism and to acquaint some comrades with rudimentary 
knowledge of Marxism. Without being armed with knowledge in basic theory 
and without making efforts to eliminate chaen and restore order on the 
theoretical front, we can neither truly distinguish the correct ideas from 
the "left" and right tendencies nor effectively eradicate the "left" devi- 
ation as 4 chronic disease.

lhe influenee of the "left" deviationtiet trend of thought over our party and 
woclety remains considerably great. This is why it still can frequently 
step forward to challenge us. this situation has something to do with the 
following two objective conditions that exist in our society today: 


Viret, the remnant organizational and ideological influence of the "gang of 
four” that remains to be eliminated still forme the social basis for the 
irrent "Left" deviationtet trend of thought. 


frue, as a reault of the massive “exposure, criticism and invest igat ion" 
movement, the "gang of four” has been destroyed along with its counter- 
revolutionary factional system; their ultraleft Line that brought disaster 
tou our country and woe to the people has been thoroughly discredited. But 
it seeme too naive to think that the struggle has come to an end. We must 
realize that the remnant influence and diehard factional elements of the 
“gang of four" and others who followed in its footsteps in committing crimes 








are still not reconciled to thele deteats, They are now carnestly looking 
for opportunities to stage a comeback, These remnants of the "gang of four" 
can be divided into tour groups. Included in the firat group are elements 
who hate the "exposure, criticiam and investigation" movement and are 
unwilling to sincerely plead guilty to what they have done; some of them 
even have recanted their guilt confessions of crimes by asking their 
respective party organizations to hold "new hearings” on their cases, Also 
in this group are people who have formed a clandeatine alliance and have 
been active in trying to appeasi theic cases and to level counter-charges 
against the party organivyuttons and the masses, They have angrily heaped 
abuses on their accusers, openly declaring: "We are looking forward to 
another showdown 10 years from now." In the second group are people who 
bitterly hate the Party Central Committee's line and policies, For example, 
they victously called the nationwid: discussion on the criterion of truth 
"an opportunity for people to pick up knives to slash the banner" while 
slanderously describing the policies of the Third Plenary Session of the 
lith Party Central Committee as “a full-scale restoration of the old order,’ 
In the third group are persons who avariciously and exultingly gloat over 
difficulties we face on the road ahead. While anxiously awaiting our failure, 
they also earnestly hope that our country will be torn by another disorder 
so that they can prove that the Party Central Committee's present political 
line is not workable, and therefore should be replaced by their ultraleft 
line. Bearing this perspective in mind, they often gloat over social 
disorders deliberately created by hoodlums while acting behind the scenes to 
encourage them to spread the flame and expand the catastrophe. Some even 
have jumped out from behind the scenes to promote factionalism and anarchism 
and to replay their former "rebellious" games, The fourth group includ. s 
promoters of the long bankrupt ultraleft fallacies, who have vehemently 
criticized the work performed by people on the political and legal affairs, 
economic, educational, journalistic, literature and art and film-production 
fronts. They have also confused right with wrong and black with white by 
calling our revolutionary determination to eliminate chaos and restore order 
an attempt to “revive revisionism." We would be surprised if the remnants 
and followers of the “gang of four" do not step forward to assert themselves 
when opportunities present themselves. The reason is that according to the 
objective laws governing the social life, no reactionary force has ever 
retreated from the stage of history of their own free will. To them, the 
downfall of the “gang of four,” the elimination of chaos and restoration of 
order mean a loss of their paradise. We would also be surprised if they 
openly declare that they have given up their attempts to regain their lost 
paradise. Nevertheless, we regret that some comrades within the party who 
are deeply influenced by the "gang of four" have taken no steps to counter 
the attacks mounted by the followers of the ultraleft trend of thought. 

Some of these comrades even have gone so far as to pinpoint the party's 
present political line and the nationwide discussion on the criterion of 
truth as the cause of disorder. Some comrades reproachfully asked our 
newspapers and journals this question: Where are you trying to lead the 
people’ They sometimes turned their taces toward the heaven and bemoaned: 

If we allow the emancipation of the mind to go on any longer, our country 
will be in danger and our party will be tinished. Worse is that even today 
the Party Central Committee's line, principles and policies are still 
hitterly resented and resolutely opposed by some persons, 











These facts confirm a judgment contained in Comrade Deng Xiaeping's recent 
report "On the Current Situation and Our Taske" saying: “The remnant 
organizational and ideological influence of the ‘gang of four’ atill exiata, 
We should not underestimate the capacity of the remnants of the ‘gang of 
four.’ Otherwise, we will commit mistakes," For thia reason, we munt 
Vigtilantly guard against these remnants, be fully aware of their potential 
danger, and promptly expose their conspiracy, and continue to criticize 

the ultralett line until its pernicious influence ia eliminated, 


Second, the right trend of thought and the bourgeois laissez-faire tendency 
have played a role in bringing about the "left" deviationist trend of 
thought. 


Although the "lett" and right trends of thought are seemingly opposed to 
each other, they actually complement each other, This point has been 
repeatedly confirmed by the developments since the Third Plenary Session 
of the llth Party Central Committee, 


This point was first confirmed around the 1979 spring festival, or at a time 
when we were advancing along the course charted by the Third Plenary Session 
vf the Lith Party Central Committee and when a lively political Life began 
to take shape. At that time, a handful of bad elements in society tried to 
negate the four basic principles from their right deviationist point of 
view. Subsequently, they whipped up a bourgeois laissez-faire wind under 
the pretext of emancipating the mind and carrying forward democracy in an 
attempt to undermine the implementation of the line of the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee, Nevertheless, it was clear that 
their unrealistic way of thinking and their actions to mess everything up 
had nothing in common with our cherished principles of emancipating our 
minds and carrying forward democracy. But the remnants of the "gang of 
four" pointed the finger cf blame for this mistake at the Third Plenary 
Session of the llth Party Central Committee. Picking up the slogan “hold 
high Chairman Mao's banner" to serve their selfish interest and using that 
banner as a tiger-skin to cover themselves to intimidate others, they jumped 
at the opportunity to mount attacks, thue whipping up an ultraleft storm. 

At that tine, some comrades within the party known for their ossified and 
emi-ossiftied ideas coincided the attacke with a denunciation of the 
principle for emancipation of the mind, related theoretical forums, news 
media propaganda work and many current policies carried out by the central 
authorities. They also criticized the four basic principles as four 

sticks, Suddenly, various ultraleft fallacies filled the air, making the 
so-called “absolute truth" seemingly popular again. The newly rising move- 
ment for the emancipation of the mind would have been shortlived had the 
central authorities not acted promptly on this problem by making an extra 
effort to educate the people throughout the country in the four basic prin- 
ciples and by providing additional forums on practice being the sole 
criterion for testing truth. 














The point wae confirmed again in late 1979, of at a time when we emphasized 
the need to continue the vigorous criticiem of the ultraleft Line, the 
emancipation of the mind and the implementation of policies, Aware of this 
development, a number of so-called "diasidents"” and “democrate" considered 
it a golden opportunity to practice anarchiem and extreme individualism and 
to oppose the communist party leadership and the socialist system, When 
this tendency or trend of thought was strongly opposed and criticized by 
the entire party and the people throughout the country, the remnants of the 
“gang of four" jumped out again from the left to whip up another storm by 
viciously attacking and uncompromisingly opposing the Party Central Com- 
mittee's Marxist ideological and political line, Their aim was to turn 
back the clock and to block progress in the four modernizations. 


The aforementioned review and analysia have led ue to conclude that the 
“left” and right trends of thought often complement each other. For example, 
the right trend of thought often gains strength when the "left" trend of 
thought is being criticized for causing damage to the party and country, 
Likewise, the "left" trend of thought would mount attacks on the right 

trend of thought whenever the latter becomes too influential, It can be 

said that the two are actually playing the same tune on different instruments, 
with the same aim of opposing the party's Marxist line and the four basic 
principles, This harsh reality reminds us of the need to thoroughly criti- 
cize the ultraleft trend of thought and eradicate the "left" deviation as a 
chronic disease. Meanwhile, we must also oppose and expose the right trend 
of thought. Practical experience teaches us that we should not underestimate 
the detrimental effect the right trend of thought may have on our society 
because it often serves as an assistant to the "left" trend of thought. 

In view of this, we must struggle against all forms of the right trend of 
thought and regard this as a necessary step in thoroughly criticizing and 
discrediting the ultraleft trend of thought and in eradicating the "left" 
deviation as a chronic disease, 


Experience telis us that the “left" deviationist trend of thought originates 
from a specific theory; its development is a long history. In competition 
with the right deviationist trend of thought for influence, it has taken 
deep root in society and has won a large following. This is why it has been 
able to grow into a chronic disease and to make its influence felt in the 
party and society. For this reason, we cannot treat it lightly. Its 
detrimental effect on the cause of the party is far reaching. This is a 
painful historical lesson we should never forget. Although we can let 
bygones be bygones, we should avoid making the same mistakes in the future. 
To prevent the repetition of similar mistakes, an important task we now 

face is to conscientiously draw a lesson from history, to deeply under- 
stand the root cause of this "left" trend of thought and the conditions 

that engender it. Only in this way can we use the right medicine to eradicate 
this chronic disease as the greatest ideological obstacle to the development 
of the socialist modernizations.

[Excerpts] The article gays: The outworn concept of seniority ta still 
a major ideological obatacle in the present work of selecting and pro- 
moting outstanding middle-aged and young cadres. Is it necessary to 
take seniority into account when selecting and promoting cadres’? Of 
course. The point is, seniority should not be elevated to the absolute. 
in terms of dialectical materialism, a person's knowledge and talents 
are gradually accrued through social practice. It ie all right to give 
appropriate consideration to seniority when evaluating, selecting and 
promoting cadres. But seniority does not represent knowledge or talent. 
lt is not the scientific approach of dialectical materialism if we do 
not specifically analvze the cadres' knowledge, talents, diligence and 
skills and if we regard seniority as the sole criterion for selecting 
and promoting cadres. 


How could one acquire experience in leadership work, if one does not go 
up the stairs step by step. This question has been raised by some 
cadres who still cling to the outworn idea of the "flight of steps" and 
who equate seniority with practical experience. To them, cadres should 
be promoted step by step les. they should not gain practical experience. 
In fact, the so-called "flight of steps" is onlv a figurative expression 
of the tempering and training the cadres undergo when they are growing. 


At present, the relatively young backbone cadres or all fronts are about 
WO to 40 vears old. If they were to be promoted ‘. > by step to leading 
posts at county and department levels, it would take at least 20 years, 
that is, if everything goes smoothly. By that time, their practical 
experience might be quite rich, but they may be unable to do what they 
wish because of declining health. How can they be expected to change 
the aging phenomenon in the Leading bodies? We should adhere to the 
principle of seeking truth from facts, do away with the outworn "flight 
of steps" and create a new one suited to the new situation and tasks.

there they can best display their talents even if they are less senior.

However, a certain member of the party Central Committee, considering 
himself to be a special citizen and failing to observe party discipline, 
has taken the lead in violating the principle that the minority is 
subordinate to the majority and that the entire party is subordinate

Although Comrade Hua Guofeng assumed the chairmanship of the party 
Central Committee on the strength of Mao Zedong's note "With you in 
charge, I'm at ease," later both a plenary session of the party Central 
Committee and a national party congress confirmed his position as leader. 
This means that all party members, especially leading members of the 
party Central Committee, should defend Chairman Hua's prestige. Overtly 
and covertly undermining Comrade Hua Guofeng's authority as the leader 
and spreading such words as ‘Comrade Hua Guofeng is inadequate for his 
important Leading post since he lacks both ability and political 
integrity’ can only seriously affect the unity of the party Central 
Committee and cause ideological confusion among large numbers of party, 
government and army cadres. 


People may ask: At a meeting of the party Central Committee Political 
Bureau before the opening of the third session of the Fifth NPC, why

REFORM, REFORMISM CALLED TWO DIAMETRICALLY OPPOSED CONCEPTS

J237]: “On the Difference between Reform, Improvement and Reformism"| 


[Text] For a long time past Chinese historians have heatedly debated the 
nature of historical events such as the Reform Movement of 1898, Most 
recently quite a number of worthwhile ideas have been expressed on this 
question in various periodicals and publications, which is every interest- 
ing. In these discussions some comrades have expressed the opinion that 
historical events like the Reform Movement of 1898 had been "political 
movements of reformism." Other comrades believe that we must neither 
call them "reformism" nor "improvement" but rather "reforms." Still 
other comrades believe they should be referred to as "renovations," 
"changes of political institutions," etc. Opinions have differed and no 
consensus could be achieved, The reason for this disagreement is on the 
one hand a difference in the study of the actual events, such as the 
Reform Movement of 1898, themselves. Another important reason is also 
the insufficient insight into the deeper meaning of such concepts as 
"reform," "improvement" and "reformism."” Admittedly, we do not start 

out {in our studies of history with concepts and definitions, but rather 
with historical facts. However, in order to avoid confusion in logic, it 
is without doubt extremely important to clarify the exact scientific 
meaning of such concepts as reform, improvement and reformism, when 
approaching the study of historical events similar to the Reform Move- 
ment of 1898, such as the rebellion of the Qingli era of the Song dynasty, 
the reforms of Wang Anshi and other such events. 


"Reform' and "Improvement" Are Completely Synonymous 


Some comrades therefore assume that since historical events like the 
Reform Movement of 1898 can neither be called reformism, nor improvement, 
they should only be called reforms, They probably feel that “reform" 
sounds somewhat better than "improvement" since the word has a more 
revolutionary component in the characters with which it is written, but 
actually both terms are synonymous. In English, French, German and 

















Russian, improvement and reform of @ society, generally speaking, mean the 
same, are even one and the same word, and natural improvement has the same 
meaning ae amelioration, fn the same manner, the term improvement of 
aoelety in Chinese means the same as reform of society, and natural improve- 
went che same ae amelioration, from the standpoint of linguistics, socia! 
improvement and social reform are the same coneept and have the same mean- 
ite, 


txamining the Chinese editions of Lenin's Collected Works, we find that 
although Lenin alwayve used the same word, reform, whenever there is 
reference to improvements, in the Chinese texts of Lenin's Collected 
Works and Lenin's Selected Works this term is translated sometimes as 
“improvement” and sometimes as "reform," For instance, in the Chinese 
vefaion of Lenin's Colleeted Works, Vol 17, p 97, we read "reform and 
revolution are undoubtedly two diametric.:!ly opposed concepts.” In the 
Chinese version of Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 4, p 580, we read: "only 
Marxiam precisely and accurately defines the relationship between improve- 
ment and revolution.” The "reform" in the first quotation and the 
"improvement" of the latter quotation are one and the same word, reform, 
in the Russian original, it would therefore have been quite in order to 
translate the term in Chinese consistently as "improvement" or consistently 
as “reform,” 


From everything said in the above it is clear that the term "improvement" 
and the term "reform" as used in the social sciences are completely synon- 
ymous, i.e, without any difference between them. If some insist on making 
a wide distinction between the two terms, and insist that historical events 
like the Reform Movement of 1898 must not be called “improvement” but 
rather “reform,” that will serve no other purpose than to create confusion. 
if that is so, are we then to use in Chinese either only "improvement" or 
only “reform” and not both of them? That too is an absolutely unnecessary 
coneern, all that needs to be clearly stated is that the two terms are 
aynonymous. As to the opinion of some comrades that historical events, 
euch as the Reform Movement of 1898, must not be called "improvement," 

but rather “innovations” or “changes in the political institutions," that, 
we are afraid, is even less appropriate. The term "innovation" means 
abolishing the old institutions and instituting a new governmental system. 
"Innovation" and "change of the political institutions" may be considered 
synonymous, but they cannot possibly explain the character of historical 
events. For instance, to say that the Reform Movement of 1898 was a 
“change of institutions” what question does that answer? It is nothing 
but a redundant replacement of one term by another. To analyze the 
nature of historical events as the Reform Movement of 1898, it is, in 

our opinion, necessary to clearly determine whether it is a "revolution" 
or an “improvement” (i.e. a “reform"), or whether it is an expression of 
“reformiem.” Only this will be helpful for a penetrating study of the 
problem. 

















"Reform Must Never He Confused with "Refurmiam" 


Reform and improvement afe synonymous, but improvement and reformisam are 
two diametrically opposed concepts, 


Imroyvement ie ged as an antenym of revolution, Lenin polnated out what 
the actual meaning of revolution is, from the Marxiat point of view, “Tt 
in the use of foree to amash an obsolete political superstructure, i.e. 
to smash that superetructure which is bound to collapse within a certain 
period of time due to {ta tneonsisatency with new production relations, 
(Lenin's Selected Worka, Vol 1, p 616) “Revolution ie a most fundamental 
and moat radical transformation of the old thingea where care is taken to 
do the least posetble damage." (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 4, p 575) 
Thies makes it clear that revolution is the violent action of one class 
aiming at overthrowing the rule of another class, Improvement is the 
action of the ruling clags, trying all the time to maintain ite rule by 
making emall and trifling concessiona to those under ite rule, "Acts of 
improvement are usually undertaken slowly, cautiously and gradually.” 
(Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 4, p 576) Stalin has said that "due to 
pressure from below, pressure from the masses, the bourgeoisie might at 
times effect certain improvements, but will atil!l preserve the founda- 
tions of the prevailing socio-economic system. On these occasions they 
will have coneluded thit whatever concessions they will grant, must 

have become necessary Lo perserve the rule of their own class, This is 
the true nature of improvements. Revolution on the other hand is the 
transfer of political power from one clace to another class, Not every 
kind of improvement can theretore be called revolution.” (Stalin's 
Selected Works, Vol 2, p 366) No further exp'anation is needed, Our 
revolutionary teachers have made the meaning of improvement absolutely 
clear. 


Retormism is a term used ae antonym to Marxiem, It has a particular class 
essence and a time-related element. It was born toward the latter part of 
the 19th century under the conditions of flourishing capitalism and the 
rapid development of the labor movement. it is a reactionary ideology 
which capitalism introduced to counter the socialist revolution, As 

Lenin has expressed it in his article “Reformism in the Russian Social 
Democratic Movement": “Socialism (note: this refers to the ideological 
system of ecientific soctaliam which is equivalent with Marxism) has 

grown up; it has by now insured its right of existence in the entire 
civilized world, It ts at present fighting to gain political power. 
Capitalism on the other hand is more and more falling into decay. Realiz- 
ing its inescapable destruction, capitalism stubbornly tries to delay its 
utter destruction by superficial and hypocritical concessions, hoping tn 
this way to maintain its political power in the changing conditions.” 
(fenin's Selected Works, Vol 2, p 403) The capitalism of those days 

"did not oppose socialism with liberalism but rather used reformiem to 
oppose the socialist revolution.” Their slogan was: “Let us counter 
revolution with improvements, let us institute innovations to the dying 














system, to Counter those whe want to overthrow the capitalist regime by 
revolution, so that the working clase will beeome divided and weakened 
and capitaliat politica! power maintained,” (Ibid,) This slogan clearly 
indicates the clase essence of reformiam, Due to the influences of 
Capitalist ideologies, relormienm, this revisioniat school of thought, is 
also contiquously infiltrating the workers movement, in hie article 
"Marxiam and Keformiam” Lenin said: in the workere movement "“reformiem 

in actual fact ts a rejection of Marxiem, 4 replacement of Marxism by 
capitaliat ‘social pelicies,'" (Lenin's Collected Works, Vo! 19, p 4375) 
Keformiem does its utmost to divide and deceive the workers, It tries to 
biibe the workers wit! petty favors and te keep them from fighting for 

the overthrow of the capitaliat rule, The fellowera of reformiem pro- 
pound the preachings of that areh-revisionist Bernstein who proclaimed: 
"The final purpore is ineianificant, the movement ie all," thus expressing 
as hie idea that improvement te all that matters and that the final pur- 
pose of it all can be lenored, Farly in the 20th century, the Russian 
liquidationist schoo! of thought among the liberal capitalists and in the 
social democratic party ia in fact a faction of thie kind of reformiem, 
We therefore see that we must under no circumstances lump together various 
types of improvements as conetituting reformiem, Besides, improvement 

and reformiem are of radically different character. Although improvement 
stands in opposition to revolution, there is no deep insurmountable pap 
between the two, and under certain conditions, one can change into the 
other. When discussing the relationship of improvement to revolution, 
Lenin pointed out: “Prior to the proletarian victory, improvement wae a 
by-product of the revolutionary clase struggle. If victory was achieved 
in a certain country through an extremely intense struggle and the coun- 
trv'a strength cemaine too exhausted to carry out further revolut onary 
measures to complete the planned transformations, then improvement (stil! 
as a by-product in the international ephere) could provide a necessary 

and reasonable breathine space." (Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 4, p 5861) 
Lenin furthermore said: “The concept of reform is undoubtedly something 
antithetical to revolution, Anyone who forgets the existence of this 
antithesis, forgets to draw a dividing line between the two concepts 

and will consistently commit erave errors in deciding historical ques- 
tions. However, this antithesis is not absolute and the dividing line 

is not a rigid one but a flexible one, that can be moved and changed, 

and one should master the skill to determine the dividing line in the 
particular circumstances of the case.” (Lenin's Collected Works, Vo! 

17, pp 97-98) Improvement and revolution can change from one to the 
other because both are forms of human social advance. Although the 
advance by improvement is spotty, cautious and gradual, it still cer- 
tainly is advance and not retrogression. It is progress and as such 
deserving of our approval. Improvement does not exclude revolution. 

Prior to victory in the revolution, improvement is frequently 4 step 
toward revolution or a harbinger of the coming revolution. After victori- 
ous conclusion of the revolution, improvement often provides a kind of 
breathing space which has become necessary and is reasonable. Reformism 
on the other hand is right from the start created as an antithesis to 
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Marxiem and te used by the bourgeotete to usurp the place of the secialist 
revolution, Lenin pointed out: “Reformiam is a fraud of the bourgeoisie 
infiieted on the workers,” “Reformiam, even if it is a completely sin- 
cere reformist ideology, wi!! actually become a bourgeois tool to cor- 
rupt and weaken the workers,” (Lenin's Collected Works, Vol 19, p 372) 
feformiom “admits nothing beyond improvements and negates revolution,” 
(Lenin's Selected Works, Vol 2, p 406), "ie uses improvement to oppose 
revolution,” it has so progressive meaning at all, it is completely 
reactionary, Reformiem ie a stumbling block for the revolution. The 
proletarian revolution can gain vietory only if it ean vanquish bourgeois 
influences and trends such ae reformian, 


just because there are these essential differences between improvement and 
reformiam, Marxiam hae a completely different attitude toward each of 
them, Marxiem etanda for revolution, but does not in one sweep, oppose 
all improvement, Marxiem believes that when the conditions for revolu- 
tion have not yet matured, one should as far as possible etrive for and 
benetit from improvement and consider it a preparation for revolution, 
When the revolution will have reached its climax, the struggle for 
improvement must, without the elightest hesitation and without losing 

any time, be turned into revolution to overthrow the reactionary bourgeois 
regime and te gain victory for the socialist revolution, The Russian 
Marxisete acted in thie way. Prior to the victory of the proletarian 
revolution, “the Marxiete worked untiringly, be it in the field of 
propaganda, agitation or economic mass movements, but never missed an 
opportunity for improvement or to utilize improvement. At the same time 
they not only did not negate, but actually supported and took note of 

any method that went beyond the scope of reformiem.” (Lenin's Collected 
Works, Vol 19, pp 374-375) We should particularly note that following 
their seizure of power, the Russian proletariat ueed improvement to 
develop their economy and to construct socialism, The famous "New 
keonomic Policy’ is a clear proof of it. Marxiem has always severely 
criticized reformiem. Lenin and the Russian Marxists have conducted a 
protracted and unswervingly determined etruggle against reformiam, 
Improvement and creformism are two different things that must not be con- 
fused. This ie very similar to the fact that experiences and empiricism 
are two things that must not be confused, Experience by itself is nothing 
pad. “Knowledge starts with experience.” (Mao Zedong's Selected Works, 
one-volume edition, p 279) All genuine knowledge is born from direct 
experience.” (ibid., p 276) The more experience, the better! However, 
emiriciam is harmful, Its mistake is that it is satisfied with the 
narcow emotional experiences of the individual, that it rejects to raise 
these expertences into a theory, but rather erroneously takes sectional 
experiences os universal truth and that it disdains the guiding function 
of revolutionary theory. The “gang of four" purposely mixed up the two 
concepts. They raised a terrific hwe and cry about “Oppose empiricism.” 
They aleo proclaimed such a senseless principle as: the more experiences, 
the more reactionary, and used this as pretext to attack the broad masses 
of old cadres who constitute a rich hoard of experiences, What they 
played around with in the field of logic was a cunning scheme to stealthily 











interchange concepts, In the same way we must not confuse improvement 
and reformiem, By accusing al! tmprovement to be reformism, we negate 
the struggle of the proletariat te strive for and utilize improvement, 
and negate also the progresaive nature of the historical movement for 
improvement, This ultraleftiet viewpoint ise obviously harmful to the 
revolution, 


From the above it is not diffleult to see that improvement and reformiam 
are two different, diametrically opposed concepts, If some people lump 
them together, the result ie not only extremely absurd in theory but 
also extremely harmful in practice, 


A clarification of the scientific meaning of reform, improvement and 
reformiem will reveal for everyone to see that it would be inappropriate 
in a study of the Reform Movement of 1898, the Reforms of Wang Anshi, and 
similar historical events, to call them "reformiet movements.” Although 
the Reform Movement of 1898 did not advocate the overthrow of the feudal 
landlord clase of the Manghu dynasty, it represented bourgeois demands 
with the bourgeois intention to develop capitaliem and finally to trans- 
form the feudal society into a capitalist soctety through political and 
economic improvements from above to below. This is going beyond the 
sphere of reformiem. Furthermore there are distinct differences to 
reformiem with regard to historical conditions, the class essence, etc. 
The Reform Movement of 1898 must therefore be called a bourgeois improve- 
ment movement. 


The differences between the Wang Anshi reforms and reformism are even more 
evident considering the special time-related element and the class essence. 
The Chinese feudal socie.. in the Northern Song era had only just arrived 
at its final stage. The buds of capitaliem had not vet appeared, neither 
had new productive forces and class power appeared. As a consequence, a 
socialist revolution that would emash the feudal economic structure, did 
not occur, and could not have occurred, neither had there been, or could 
there have been a systematic doctrine or theory of socialist revolution, 
Under these historical conditions, a reformist trend of thought could not 
have emerged, In those days Wang Anshi represented the innovative forces 
ot the landlord class carrying out measures for systematic improvements, 
adjusting within the feudal productive forces certain segments which 

were unsuitable for a development of the productive force. He also 
mitigated social and class contradictions in order to being prosperity 

to the country, build up its military power and consolidate the rule of 
the Northern Song dynasty. These are actions filled with progressive 
meaningfulness and certainly deserving of our approval. We see from 

all this that there is not the slightest connection between Wang Anshi's 
changes in the political institutions and reformism, but that his reforms 
must rather be called an improvement movement by the landlord class. Some 
comrades admit the progressive meaningfulness of the measures of improve- 
ment carried out by Wang Anshi, but in the end still conclude: "In the 
historical perspective of the class struggle and considering the 














antithetical positions of revolution and improvement, the road taken by 
Wang Anahi was reformist, The reforma of those daya had a reformist 
character, That ia beyond doubt," It ia our opinion, reviewing the 
situation trom the viewpoint of hiatorteal class atruggle and consideriny 
the relationship of revolution and improvement, that we are compelled to 
state that Wang Anshi's change of political inatitutions is a by-product 
of the revolutionary classe atruggle of the landlord class and that it has 
the characteriatics of improvements, This then is what is beyond doubt, 
Those comrades who cone lude that Wang Anshi'sa change of political inati- 
tutions “had a reformist character" obviously overlook the difference 
that exists between improvements and reformiem, and also do not correctly 
comprehend the scientific meaning of improvement and reformiem,

THESIS THAT LITERATURE, ART ARE SUBORDINATE TO POLITICS CALLED UNSCTENTIFIC

[text] "Literature and art are subordinate to politics” is a universally 
current thesis expressing the relationship between Literature and art, 
and politics. For many years, this thesis has been offered as a funda- 
mental principle for engaging in literary and artistic creative work, 
criticism, research and directing literary and artistic work. However, 
judging from actual practice this principle does not fully represent or 
fully explain the rich and complex phenomenon of literature and art, is 
not in accord with mankind's practice of literature and art, and does 
not contribute to the flourishing and development of socialist literary 
and artistic enterprise. Theoretically, it has the obvious tlaw of not 
being in accord with the basic viewpoints of Marxist materialist dialec- 
tic. For this reason, we must inquire into this thesis afresh. 


First of all, from the point of view of the nature of literature and 
art, “literature and art are subordinate to politics” is brought up in 
connection with Literature and art, and politics, both constituting part 
of the social superstructure. However, it just happens that this thesis 
with respect to a whole series of questions relating to the relative in- 
dependence of consciousness and existence, the superstructure and the 
economic base, and all ideologies, is not always consistent with the 
Marxist theory of knowledge. 


The “politics” in “literature and art are subordinate to politics” in- 
cludes the ideological "political consciousness," i.e., although "poli- 
tical concepts,” "political ideals," "political aspirations,” etc 
include political institutions appropriate to those definite political 
concepts, nevertheless what needs to be made clear first is, within the 
framework of their both being part of "consciousness,' whether or not 
there is a relationship of one being subordinate to the other. 
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What does “subordinate” mean? According to the explanation of the 
"Modern Chinese Dietlonary’ it means "“ylelding to; subsidiary,” and 

the sentence used to illustrate it ia preeisely "Literature and art 

are subordinate to polities.” According to this one can see that 
literature and art merely comply with or are auxiliary to politica, 

And « relationship of complying with and being subsidiary to implies 

that the one thing containa the other within [tself, that one ia derived 
from the other, Does not “literature and art are subordinate to politica" 
then imply that literature and art are contained within politics or are 
derived trom politica’? Does it not then imply that literature and art 
are not at all the tlowers and fruite of the evergreen tree of life, but 
only an auxiliary part, or a single branch or leaf of the great economic 
tree’ if that is the case, then literature and art have gone from being 
secondary to existence to being secondary to politics, from being decided 
by existence to being decided by politics, from having one source to 
having two sources, while essentially politics has become the source of 
art. 


Secondly, what we should get a clear idea of ia whether or not "Litera- 
ture and art are subordinate to politics" is in accord with Marxist 
theory regarding the relationship between the superstructure and the 
economic base, and whether or not it is in accord with the viewpoint o! 
classical Marxist authors that the superstructure and all kinds of ideo- 
logies have a relatively independent nature. 


Marxist classical authors, in discussing the relationship between the 
superstructure (including the various ideologies) and the economic base, 
all unanimously emphasize the decisive effect of the economic base on the 
superstructure, The former is primary, the latter is secondary; the 
former is the cause, the latter is the result; the latter is derived 
from the former, complies with the former and is subordinate to the 
former, Marx pointed out: "These relationships to production, taken 
together, constitute the economic structure of society; that is, there 
is 9 legal and political superstructure erected on top, and at the same 
time there is a definite social ideology and a realistic basis appropriate 
to it. The stvie of production for the material life conditions the entire 
ourse of the social Life, the political life and the cultural life,"! 
wls pointed out: “The development of politics, and that of law, 
philosophy, religion, Literature, art, ete are all based on the economic 
deve lopment." Stalin said: “The various (forms of) social thought, 
theory, concepts and political institutions of the various periods in the 
history of soetety...cannot be explained in terms of the ‘inherent quali- 
ties’ and ‘attributes’ of the thought, the theory, the concepts and the 
political institutions themselves, but should be explained in terms of 
the various conditions of the social and material life of those periods 
in the development of society."? Marxist historical materialist 
viewpoints clearly indicate: social ideologies, as well as political 
institutions appropriate to certain (definite political) concepts, in 
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the final analysis are conditioned and determined by the economic base, 
and all together are subordinate to the "form of production of the 
material life," Literature and art are one of the ideologies of the 
superstructure, and in the final analyaia naturally are also conditioned 
and determined by the economic base, and are subordinate to the definite 
ecouomic bane, Even though "politica ia the concentrated manifestation 
of economica,” nevertheless in the end it cannot replace the decisive 
and conditioning effect of the economic base on literature and art and 
other ideologies, To take the relationship between literature and art 
and polities and make a rule out of it to the effect that "Literature 
and art are subordinate to politica” is actually to have departed from 
the “various conditions of the social and material life of various periods 
in the development of society," and to use the “inherent properties" and 
"attributes" or [the terme) “political” and "facilities" themselves to 
explain the nature of Literature and art, and hence to have considered 
one part of the superstructure to be a premise for the existence of 
another part, and to take [the relationship of] literature and art and 
polities, which are originally common results of the material productive 
base, and wrongly inferred that politics is the cause of literature and 
art, and art and literature are the result of politics. 


lo repeat, Marxist classical authors in emphasizing the final decisive 
effect of the economic base on the superstructure, including the ideo- 
logies, did not consider them merely to be the passive products of the 
economic base, and also did not bring up the thesis that other ideoloyies 
within the domain of the superstructure are subordinate to politics, but 
on the contrary over and again clearly elucidated their relative indepen- 
dence and mutual influence as well as their dynamic reaction to the eco- 
nomic base. 


Even though the relative independence of the various kinds of ideolo- 
gies has many ways of manifesting itself, two points are most /undamen- 
tal. The first is tha. it [literature and art] can independently depict 
the life of society, and reflect changes in the condition of the economi: 
base, providing some truthe in its content; the second is that it parti- 
cularly portrays lifestyles, and the development of lifestvles has an 
independent historical process. Literature and art, as one of the inde- 
pendent ideologies, possesses these fundamental attributes. 


As early as in the introduction to his "Critique of Political Economics" 
Marx clearly brought up art as an ideology reflecting the life of society, 
and affirmed its independent nature. He said: “Following changes in the 
economic base, the entire vast superstructure, sooner or later, changes. 

In investigating these changes, it is necessary to distinguish constantly 
between the following two situations: one is material changes occurring 

in the economic conditions of production, changes that can be demonstrated 
with the precision of natural science; the other is those legal, political, 
religious, artistic, in short, ideological forms that people use in order 











to be aware of this contradiction (indicating the relationship with the 
productive toree and production=-author) and to strive to overcome it,” 
There ave two points worthy of attention here: one is the various situ- 
ations of the changes in the entire vast superatructure being either 
“sooner or later.” Ae long as changes tn literature and art are not 
yenerally at the same pace and in the same rhythm as political changes, 
then literature and art are independent, and do not have the subordinate 
relationship to politica of shadow following form, Sut changes in 
literature and art certainly do not occur or fulfill themselves at the 
name time as political changes; thie is a historical fact that everyone 
knows, The second is that Marx tella us extremely clearly that litera- 
ture and art are a ftorm of ideology which is able, like law, politica, 
religion, philosophy, ete independently "to be aware of this conflict 

and make a great effort to overcome it," without the attached conditions 
of being subordinate to politics or having politics as a premise, In 
sum, judging from Marx and Engela, literature and art are a kind of 
aesthetic movement, an artiatic way of handling the world, that has the 
particular funetion of both portraying and influencing the Life of society, 
lt was for this very reason that Marx and Engels highly valued the artis- 
tic achlevementea of the excellent, propertied-class realistic critical 
authors Thackeray, Dickens, and Balzac, and scorned those professional 
propertied-class politicians, political commentators, historians, statis- 
ticians, etc. Marx said: “The amount of political and social truth 
revealed to the world by a number of outstanding novelists in present- 
day England in their brilliant, vividly-described books is more than 

that revealed by all the professional politicians, political commentators 
and moralists put together." Engels in mentioning Balzac's "Human 
lragicomedy" also said something similar. 


Of course, the fact that literature and art are relatively independent 
does not imply that they can separate themselves from politics. Marx- 

ist classical authors over and again emphasized that aside from the 
economic base being the final, decisive factor in [the formation of] 
literature and art, they also particularly pointed out that politics, 
which "deflects light from" and is the “outer garb” of economics, has a 
vast and direct influence on other ideologies, including literature and 
art. And they pointed out that the "greater part" of the economic base's 
effect on them is manifested politically. However, this after all can- 
not be understood as literature and art yielding to or being auxiliary to 
politics, and it cannot be understood that literature and art are merely 
the "projection" of politics reflecting economics or the accessory of 
politics being the (outer) garb of economics. Looking at it from the 
Marxist point of view writers and artists are people with a definite world 
view, and literary and artistic creation generally is purposeful. In 
portraying life, Literature and art generally want to represent the 
politics, morality, sentiments and tendency of thinking of a definite 
class; if it does not propagandize progressive things, then it will 
propagandize backward, even reactionary things. However, its premise is 
not politics or ideology, but actual existence; its style is not the style 











of polities or ideology in general, but is an aeathetic form possessing 
an independent path of development, That is to say, Literature and art 
[may] represent a definite political viewpoint, but they are not the 
products of that viewpoint. In content it is Like this; in torm, it is 
especially Like this, 


Marxist classicial authors tully affirm the independence of the develop- 
ment of ideological (ineluding Literary and artistic) torma, Engels, in 
hin letter to (Mylin) said: "In the very beginning we placed emphasia on 
political, legal rights, and other ideological concepts discovered out of 
basic economic facta, as well as the actions conditioned by these con- 
cepts, and at the time we should have acted this way. However, during 
the time we acted in this way, we neglected form for the sake of content, 
i.e., by what manner and method are these concepts produced."” Follow- 
ing close upon this, he incisively points out: "The thinkers of history... 
in every department of science there is a definite body of material, and 
this body of material was independently [separately] formed from the 
thoughts of people of previous generations and, moreover, has gone through 
its own independent path of development in the minds of these people of 
successive generations.”° This tells us perfectly clearly, that every 
department of science, even though they are also conditioned by the eco- 
nomic base, nevertheless all have their own objective rules for arising 
and developing, and these rules are independently formed and developed, 
not to be diverted by people's wishes and naturally also not depending 

on political consciousness. There are connections between them, but it 
is not the relationship of one being subordinate to another. The out- 
standing early Soviet literary and artistic theoretician Lunacharsky, 
based on Marxist viewpoints and practice in the development of Literature 
and art, accurately pointed out: "What the theory of reflection is 
interested in, and saying that it [literature and art! is the product of 
an author, is not as good as s.ying that it is the representation of 
changes in society; and saying that it is [a case of] an author's subjec- 
tive dependency and his connections with a certain social environment, is 
not as good as saying that it is the objective representation of this or 
that historical situation."’ For this reason, "Art not only has the 
ability to show a direction to people, but moreover has the ability to 
create something," "an author's service to society naturally absolutely 
cannot end merely in politics; in political [conditions] that are really 
able to produce excellent results, it [literature and art] still germinates 
underground; and in times when the content of political theory flowering 
and luxuriating above ground is terribly lacking, then it is even moreso 
the case,"? 
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The thesis that "literature and art are subordinate to politics" generally 
rests m the following several propositions: One is to say that literature 
and art have a class nature; second, is to say that literature and art

unt serve polities; third, ts to say that Literature and art are a kind 
Oh higher ideology, that must go through the medium of politice before they 
oun tntluence the economic base, Are these premines sullicient to expound 
and prove the proposttion that "literature and art are subordinate to 
politics?" They are not. 


lt in correct to say that "Literature and art have a class nature." In 
classe soelety, the people torming the center of the [world] deseribed 

by Iiterature and art, as well as the authors describing this center, 

are both aetive within a definite class position. Because of this, re- 
surdless of whether it is the content of objective soctal life or is from 
the point of view of the one making the description himself, either case 
will cause the [essentially] ideological literature and art to acquire, 
either clearly or obscurely, either strongly or weakly, a class character. 
However, a class nature is an objective attribute of people (who are a 
combination of society's existence and society's relationships) during 

a definite historical stage; every ideology seeks to express itself; 
polities is like this; literature and art are also like this, directly 
determined by the attributes of this objective existence. For this rea- 
son, it is not possible to use the class nature of literature and art to 
expound and prove that “literature and art are subordinate to politics." 


it is also correct that "Literature and art must serve politics," Be- 
cause politics is not only the concentrated manifestation of economics, 
intensely representing the advantages and aspirations of the various 
classes but, moreover, it is also relatively independent, a kind of “his- 
torical factor" forming the main content of the social life; it must both 
intlinuence and be influenced by the surrounding environment, including, the 
essentially ideological literature and art. Comrade Mao Zedong said: 

"A definite culture [a culture constituting an ideology) is the reflec- 
tion of the politics and economics of a definite society, and also has 

a yreat influence and effect on the politics and economics of that 
society."'° This tells us clearly that literature and art's serving 

of polities is the dynamic reflection and dynamic reaction of literature 
ind art on politics; this is a great function of the essentially ideo- 
logical literature and art. However, this function should not be under- 
stood as something subordinate to political concepts, but as literature 
ind art portraying the character of the social life. This is because, 
firet of all, literature and art use the whole of the social life as the 
bjiect for representation. The people it describes are not like the peo- 
ple [described] in morals, ethics, political science, and physiology, 
which only investigate man from a certain aspect, but are the sum of all 
attributes--physiological, psychological and social; [they] are the sum 
total of all sociel relationships. But politics is only an important 
part of the content of the social Life and not the entire content; 
political activity is only a part of the complex activity of men and 

not the whole thing. For this reason, whatever literature and art 
represents of the vast content of life, though it serves politics, it 
does not only serve politics. As one can see, to take the notion that 
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literature and art serve politics and end up with "literature and art 

are subordinate to politics" not only does not accurately express the 
nature of literature and art but, moreover, is too categorical regard= 
ing the function of literature and art. Secondly, if we understand 
Literature and art's service to politics in terms ot their being "sub- 
ordinate to polities," then the literary and artistic works of past 
times, regardless of what politics they are the products of and are 
subordinate to, are naturally all fundamentally distinct from a prole- 
tarian politics, Since they are not produ-ts subordinate to a prole- 
tarian politics, naturally they cannot serve a proletarian politics. 

in this way, how can there be any “using the ancient to serve the modern," 
or “using foreign things to serve China," or how can we understand the 
eternal charm of Greek art, or the artistic power that the works of 
lfolstoy, Cao Xueqin [author of the "Dream of the Red Chamber," ete still 
have today? Could it be that the reason these works are still today able 
to serve the interests of proletarian politics is because their authors 
were early believers of proletarian politics? Obviously, we cannot say 
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Literature and art are a kind of higher ideology, that must go through 
the medium of politics before they can have an influence on the economic 
base--this theory in itself is very problematical. Almost all ot the 
"General Introduction to Literature'-type books that expound the "liter- 
ature and art are subordinate to politics" notion delight in talking 
about it and causing it to become an accepted notion everywhere using 
the concept as if it were a kind of "reinforcing bars" material. On 

what basis is it claimed that "literature and art are a higher ideology?" 
Engels made mention of a "higher ideology” in two places, but in both it 
indicated religion and philosophy, without any reference at all to liter- 
ature and art. In his book "Ludwig Feverbach and the Conclusions of the 
Classical German Philosophers," Engels affirms: "By ‘higher’ is meant 
an ideology further removed from the material economic base, that has 
taken on a philosophical and religious form. Here, the concept's con- 
nection with the material conditions of its own existence is more and 
more confused, more and more muddled by a number of intervening links." 
In his “Letter to K. Smith," Engels also said: "As for those higher 
domains of thought floating up in space, i.e., religion, philosophy, etc, 
ete." How can we, from the "etc" in the phrase "philosophy, religion, 
etc, ete" infer that art and literature are also ideologies "floating 
higher up in space?" Are the connections of philosophy, religion, and 
literature and art with the economic base all equally distant, all equally 
vague? This is not in accord with the practice of literature and art, and 
is also not in accord with the Marxist understanding of literature and 
art. 


Looking at it from the point »! ©. w of the origins of literature and 
art, Marxism considers that t , 1 ction of literature and art is 
inseparably connected with pev;.e’ ‘social and productive lives, and 

















arise dlreetly trom the labor of human society, The earliest poems 

and songs were merely work=songs of the "Heave ho; heave ho!" type, and 
dance and painting were merely a reproduction of the working Life ot 
primitive man, or a "“tool"used to transmit the experience of life and 
production, directly influencing people's material productive life. 

One can see that literature and art, compared with religion and philo- 
sophy, are not higher but still closer to the material economic base, 
are not floating in space but are rooted in actual soil, 


Judging trom the content of the social life portrayed by literature and 
art, it concretely, using typical images, recreates society's struggle 
for production, the class struggle, and the practical activity of scten- 
tific experiment, focusing on actual people; for that reason, .iterature 
and art not only can directly serve the struggle for production and scien- 
tific experiment, they can directly influence "man," this most positive 
factor in the productive force and, hence, produce an effect directly 

on the economic base, For this reason, people call the actual life 
reflected in literature and art the "second Nature." Can this be on 

the same plane with the abstractions of philosophy, and religion's 

many types of "God" that are so far removed from the material basis of 
product ton? 


Jucyging from the forms in which literature and art portray reality, 
images are the particular style of literature and art. Not only are 
the people described concretely depicted, all of a person's activity, 
including the activity of material production, is also concretely 
depicted; that is to say, the entire content of the social Life made 

up of the economic base and the superstructure can all be concretely 
portrayed by means of images presented through literature, drama, tele- 
vision, fine arts, music, etc. As for the many practical aesthetic 
forms that appear more directly in material products, and are directly 
combined with material production, can you say they are far removed 
from the physical economic base’? The art of architecture is like this; 
the art of gardening is like this; industrial arts and crafts are even 
more like this. Our country's famous handicraft products are both phy- 
sical products for practical use and cultural products that provide 
people with artistic enjoyment; for this reason, if there were no art, 
then there could not be this kind of product. On this point, how can 
we then discuss literature and art at the same time as philosophy, 
which uses the methods of general concepts and logic to portray the 
world, and religion, which adopts the illusion of a superhuman force 

to give an upside-down representation of reality?’ 


in sum, we consider that the notion of considering literature and art to 
be "forms of ideology" far removed from the material economic base like 
philosophy and religion is worthy of further study. Actually, Engels 

in speaking of Balzac said that the things he had learned from the 
"Human Tragicomedy" "even with respect to economic details (such as the 
reallotment of fixed and unfixed property after the revolution), were 











even more than all the thinge | have learned from all the professional 
historians, economists and statisticians of the time."'* How, then, 
can literature and art be tar removed from the material economic bane, 
and floating in apace’ Can it be said that Literature and art, which 
serve as a “textbook of Life,” tend to be far removed from the material 
economic base that people rely on for existence, and float in space’ 
Sinee the proposition that "Literature and art are a higher ideology" 
is only intended as a natural way of speaking, in that case the concept 
that they go through the medium of politics to react on the economi: 
base becomes imprecise, and hence loses validity as a premise for the 
notion that “Literature and art are subordinate to politica." 


rutting all the above together, one can see that this thesia that 
“Literature and art are subordinate to politica” is unactentific, 





Can an unectentific thesis regarding Literature and art be advantageous 
for directing people's practice of literature and art? "Practice is the 
only standard for examining truth.” The result of the “examination” of 
practice proves that not only do literature and art that are subordinate 
to a reactionary politica leave behind only undisguised reactionary con- 
cepts and nothing of any artiatic value; even literature and art that 
are subordinate to a revolutionary politics might possibly have accurate 
political concepts but be lacking in artistic force. This is because 
“literature and art are subordinate to politics” violates the principle 
that literature and art must be based on life and practice. This rule 
applies to everyone without exces’ 4. 


Practice proves that “literature and art are subordinate to politics” 

is not a correct principle. Fundamentally, literature and art can only 
be subordinate to the social life, and to the great mass of the people; 
to depart from the social life and the mass of people and speak merely 

of literature and art being subordinate to politics is to have only 
politics and not any literature or art. Comrade Deng Xiaoping in his 
congratulatory speech at the fourth Literary and artistic congress said: 
“The Party does not issue orders regarding the leadership of literary 

and artistic work and does not require literature and art to be subordinate 
to temporary, concrete, direct political service, but to help, based on 
the special characteristics and rules of development of literature and 
art, those engaged in literary and artistic work to obtain the proper 
conditions to enable the enterprise of Literature and art to flourish 
continuously.” He also said: “Our Literature and art are subordinate to 
the people,” “the people are the mother of those engaged in Literary and 
artistic work. The artietic [creative] lives of all those engaged in 
progressive Literary and artistic work are in their flesh and blood rela- 
tionship with the people.” Because of this, those engaged in literary 
and artistic work should from beginning to e. d unstintingly face the 
masses, in order to guarantee the continuous development and flourishing 
of socialist literature and art.

STRICT CONTROL OF POPULATION GROWTH URGED 
Beijing GUANGMING RIBAO in Chinese 25 Aug 80 p 1 


[Article by Lin Yushu [2651 3768 2885): “We Must Strictly Control the 
Increase of Population"| 


[Text] "The rate of population increase must be strictly controlled, 

It will be very difficult for ue to realize the four modernizations 

if this problem is not solved.” This is the outery of Song Jian 

11345 0256], a renowned scientist of China on the theory of control, when 
he received a reporter. Song said that, during the 1950's, China's 
renowned economist, Mr Ma Yin-chu [7456 1377 0443] presented his theories 
of and recommendations on population control. For no reason whatsoever, 
he suffered criticism, From then on, there was not only a lack of con- 
trol over the rate of population increase, but, on the contrary, 4 one- 
sided emphasis on the viewpoint that, among all things in this world, 

man was the most precious. It rejected all the scientific theories and 
concepts that population growth had to be controlled. This historical 
error produced a very great obstacle to the work of controlling popula- 
tion growth after the 1960's. In the history of China, the birth rate 
during these 10 chaotic years reached an unprecedented peak. The popu- 
lation increased rapidly. According to our statistics, the annual birth 
rate from 1962 to 1973 successively exceeded the highest record in 
history. Between 1962 and 1974, there was a cumulative addition of 340 
million new children to the nation. In 1974, our population already 
exceeded 900 million. We thus encourage each couple to have no more 

than one child so that the rate of population increase might be reduced 
in the quickest possible way, and in the coming several decades, the 
total population would not increase by leaps and bounds. We must con- 
tinue taking correct and forceful measures to control the rate of popu- 
lation growth. This is an urgent matter with which we are confronted. 

As Song Jian pointed out, the inertia of the process of population 
increase is very great. Even though from now on each couple will produce 
no more than one child, our population increase will not be stopped unti! 
after a quarter of a century. By the end of this century, we should have 
had 100 million more people. And, from that time onward, if we wish to 
reduce the population figure to 700 million as we had had before the 
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Cultural Revolution, we shall have to wait for 75 years, If, from now 
on, only half of our women each gives birth te one child and each of the 
other half produces 2 children, then our population will continue to 
increase for 45 years, Not until after it has gained 200 million more 
people will it then come to a atop, 


\f we tall to begin to control the population growth rate right now, what 
situation will we face in the near future? Sovug Jian has informed ua of 
an appalling figure: "If we maintain the average birth rate of 1975, 

the population of our country will reach 1,4 billion by 2000 AD and will 
become 4,2 billion a century later,” It will then almost equal today's 
world population, Of our country's land which is 9.6 million square 
kilometers in size, covered by deserts, mountains and plateaus, only about 
half of tt ie suitable for habitation, On the average, in today's China, 
each person can only have about | 1/2 mu of land for cultivation, If the 
rate of procreation of an average Chinese woman continues to be the same 
as it is now, then 3 or 4 generations later, in the whole of China, each 
of our descendants will have only 0.5 to 0.7 mu of land for cultivation. 
It will be extremely difficult to carry out the four modernizations on a 
piece of land as natrow as this. Besides, a series of problems will 
accompany the increase of population such as the worsening of the system 
of ecology, the increase of the rate of consumption of natural resources, 
the dilfteulty in getting employment, etc. All are important issues 
which can be solved only gradually with our great effort at present and 
in the coming several decades. 


Song Jian has made a further analysis in regard to the relationship between 
the balance of the system of ecology and increase of population. He said, 
“The system of ecology in the realm of nature is the fountainhead, if not 
the cradle, of the beginning and development of mankind. What we eat 

and wear and the oxygen in the air which we breathe has been supplied to 
us through the ecological system. The higher the standard of living and 
the larger the population, the greater will be the demand of mankind on 

the ecological system. However, the supplying capacity of the ecological 
system is |imited, Therefore maintaining the balance of the ecological 
system has become a fundamental condition under which our descendants 

can expect to live a heppy life. The only way to greatly raise the living 
standard and, at the same time, maintain an assured balance in the ecologi- 
cal system is to control the rate of population growth and to have the 

size of the population gradually stabilized at a proper level." 


Song Jian thinks that it is important to publicize to the broad masses the 
importance of “controlling the increase of population” and let the people 
know the significance of population control. Only by so doing can we 
carry out the policy of population control overall. Particularly in the 
broad rural areas, we gust promote our propaganda education among the 
masses most energetically in order to eradicate the thought of feudalism 
and the idea of “ennobling man and belittling woman." We must enable each 
couple to self-consciously make arrangements for their family life in 











accordance with the need of having only one child, We must calmly deal 
with the particular troublea that come up in particular areas, To con- 
trol the rate of population erowth ts a highly significant matter which 

is not only connected with the basic intercats of our descendants in the 
coming generations but also related to whether or not the four moderniza~ 
tions can be realized, We should not take any simple measure to compel 
people to do things by order, nor should be let nature take its own course 
or let well enough alone, If we fail to have a tight grip on the task of 
population control now, we shall be cursed and spat at by our deacendanta 
in the future, 





Finally, Song pointed out that, since China's population is 23,3 per- 

cent of the world's population, the control of the growth of her popula- 
tion will naturally arouse the close attention of the peoples of the globe. 
We should make a contribution in this respect for the sake of all mankind,

IMPORTANCE OF LEARNING MINORITY LANGUAGE OUTLINED

This communication issued by the Party Committee of Xizang Autonomous 
Region is a very important step towards carrying out reeducation in 
nationalities’ policy and implementing of our party's nationalities’ 
policy; it has a very far-reaching significance. 
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fo treat correctly the problem of all national languages is a very impor- 
tant part of our party's "all nationalities are equal" policy, in 
minority nationality regions, our party's requests are: Han cadres 
whould study local languages and minority cadres should study Chinene, 
vor Han comrades who work in minority nationality regions, it is very 
important that they learn the local languages, because this is an impor- 
tant prerequisite for maintaining close linka with local people, cor- 
rectly publicizing and carrying out party policies, effectively accom- 
plishing their jobs and serving local people better, Chairman Mao, 
Premier Zhou and other leading comrades in the Central Committee had 
given many instructions on this issue in the past. Since Liberation, 
leading comrades of the party and government in minority nationality 
regions followed the Central Committee's and Chairman Mao's insetruc- 
tions, organized the vast cadres and workers in minority regions to 
persist in studying local national languages, and cultivated a group of 
professional translators.

At 
present, in minority nationality regions, there is a serious shortage 

of professional people who know both Chinese and local national! languages 
well; most Han cadres and workers do not know any local language at all. 
The actual situation in the studying of language is that most minority 
cadres do very well in studying Chinese but most Han cadres do not do wel! 
in studying local languages; many cadres who work in these regions still 
cannot speak the local language after being there for many years. This 
situation has seriously affected not only their work but also their rela- 
tions with other nationalities; and it has become one of the serious 
obstacles of four modernizations. We must pay close attention to this 
problem and try to rectify it. 


We hope party and government organizations of all levels in the regions

ADJUSTMENTS MADE IN HIGHER INSTITUTES ENROLLMENT REGULATIONS 
Beijing MINZU TUANJLE [NATIONALITY UNITY] in Chinese No 6,15 Jun 80 p 11 


[Article: "1980 Regulations on Enrollment in Institutes of Higher Learn- 
ing Affecting Minority Nationality Student") 


[Text] According to the Ministry of Education's regulations and its 
policy of selecting the best, the state has been giving necessary care to 
minority nationality students for the past 3 years. But there is still 

a clear gap between them and Han examination candidates. Take 1979 as 

an example: in that year, the percentage of minority freshmen was lower 
than their percentage in the whole population; this shows that even 
though many measures had been taken, among them the lowering of the mini- 
mum enrollment scores for the minority nationality students, many of them 
still could not meet the enrollment requirements. In that year, few 
minority freshmen were from pastoral and mountainous regions, most came 
from cities inhabited by several nationalities; most were in general 
schools, few in key schools; and most were in social sciences, few in 
natural sciences and engineering departments. 


On the basis of the conclusion made from the past 3 years' experience and 
with the approval of the State Council, the Ministry of Education, in its 
"1980 Regulations on Enrollment in Institutes of Higher Learning," has 
made some adjustments to its regulations for the past few years and has 
adopted some new measures. The main ones are: 


|. For schools and departments in the autonomous regions that teach in 
local national languages, the autonomous regions themselves will set 
examination questions, and administer the examinations and enrollment. 


2. Some of the nation's key schools of high learning will give special 
classes to minority nationality students this year; minimum acceptance 
scores will be lowered as appropriate for them; and enrollment will mainly 
be for examination candidates from border, mountainous and pastoral 
regions where minority nationalities Live together. 


3. Students who graduate from minority nationality high schools that 
teach in their own national languages and who take examinations to 











enrol! in sehools that teach in Chinese, can translate answers in their 
own languages to examination queationsa given in the subjects of politica, 
history, geography, mathmatics, physica and chemistry, In the past 2 
years, examination questions on language for sachoola that teach in Chinese 
were also translated and answered in national languages, but some prob- 
lems were encountered: every national language has different rules, 
therefore, some examination questions could not be translated, (such ans 
in the case of classical literature). Some answers that were answered 

in national languages were evaluated by the same unified standard used 

in the Chinese language test, which was unscientific. And those who were 
enrolled in Chinese language schools, because of their low language 
ability, were unable to attend lectures or study. Therefore, after dis- 
cussion by the National Student Enrollment Committee, the Ministry of 
Education stipulated: Examination questions on language will not be 
translated any more, they must be answered in Chinese. But taking into 
consideration the fact that minority nationalities’ schools' level of 
Chinese language teaching was generally lower than Han high schools, it 
was also stipulated: For graduates from nationalities’ high schools 

that teach in local national languages and who are taking examination 

for Chinese-speaking schools or departments of higher education, the 
language examination will be given separately by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion, and its standard will be lower than those of Han students. 





4, For minority nationality students from border, mountainous and pastoral! 
regions where minority nationalities Live together, the minimum enro! lment 
scores can be lowered appropriately. 


5. Minority nationality students who live scattered in cities, when al! 
conditions are equal, will be given priority over Han students in enrol l- 
ment.

This was the pledge made by comrades attending a recent provincial con- 
ference on teacher education after studying and discussing the instruc- 
tion on teacher education issued by a leading comrade of the party 
Central Committee Secretariat. 


The conference was convened by the provincial education department and 
attended by nearly 200 people, including responsible persons of the 
education bureaus in various prefectural administrative offices, munici- 
palities, counties, factories and mines as well as responsible persons 
of secondary normal schools, schools for training kindergarten teachers, 
teachers’ colleges and colleges for teachers’ advanced studies. 


Relayed at the conference were the guidelines laid down by the National 
Conference on Teacher Education and the instructions on teacher educa- 
tion issued by a leading comrade of the party Central Committee Secre- 
tariat.

Many principals of normal schools said: In his speech, the leading 
comrade of the party Central Committee Secretariat placed earnest hopes 
on those engaged in teacher education. It has enabled us to greatly 
enhance our understanding of the status and role of teacher education 








and to greatly strengthen our confidence in running teacher education 
well, 


Conference participants held that all the prevailing ideas of looking 
down on teacher education are wrong. They also called on propaganda 
departments to give wide publicity to the great significance of teacher 
education in order to raise its status. 


During the conference, Lan Ganting, deputy secretary of the provincial 
party committee, and Wei Xinyi, vice governor of the provincial people's 
government, held a discussion meeting with some of the conference parti- 
cipants and listened to the latter's opinions on how to run teacher 
education well, 


In his speech at the discussion meeting, Comrade Lan Ganting pointed out: 
No. schools and teachers’ colleges are bases for training competent 
peonle., When we do a good job in teacher education, we can also do a 
good job in educetion as a whole. There are now many unqualified school 
teachers. This problem has cropped up mainly because we failed to make 
vigorous efforts to run teacher education and to give priority to it in 
the past. At present, vigorous efforts should be made to publicize the 
Significance of respecting teachers and loving students, raising the 
teachers’ social status and having respect for their hard work. 


Comrade Wei Xinyi attended the provincial conference on teacher educa- 
tion from beginning to end.
